I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  Port 
Health  Department,  Rangoon,  for  the  year  1921. 

Traffic. — Arrival  of  vessels  from  ports  outside  Burma  numbered  1,279, 
against  1,11  in  1920  and  1,067  in  1919.  Vessels  from  Indian  ports  totalled 
1,017  against  886  and  from  foreign  ports  262  against  325 

Passengers . — -The  aggregate  of  immigrants  from  all  ports  was  306,432 
(against  316,837  in  1920,  a  decrease  of  10,405),  of  which  287,888  were  from 
Indian  ports,  12,400  less  than  in  the  previous  year. 

Emigrants  totalled  266,892,  an  increase  of  49,680  over  the  1920  returns. 
Of  these  245,391  or  56,392  more  than  in  the  previous  year  were  destined  for 
other  ports  in  India,  and  21,501  for  foreign  ports,  6,712  less  than  in  1920. 

Inward-bound  sea-going  vessels  to  the  number  of  1,204  were  visited,  showing 
an  increase  of  work  on  134  vessels  over  the  previous  year’s  output.  The  number 
of  passengers  on  these  vessels  was  305,038  and  of  crew  1 13,532,  making  a  total 
of  418,570  persons  inspected  by  the  Port  Health  staff.  Seventy-five  vessels 
from  foreign  ports  carrying  1,394  passengers  were  not  visited. 

Fifty-two  vessels  which  hoisted  the  quarantine  flag  were  inspected  under 
General  Department  Notification  No.  73  of  1917.  Of  these  26  reported  the 
presence  of  infectious  disease  on  board  (31  cases  in  all).  On  inspection  7  more 
cases  of  notifiable  disease  were  detected  in  these  vessels,  including  2  cases  of 
cholera  and  2  of  small-pox.  On  24  vessels  reporting  26  deaths  as  due  to  non- 
infectious  disease,  3  cases  of  undeclared  infectious  disease  on  3  vessels  {viz :  2 
cases  of  cholera  on  two  vessels  and  one  case  of  chicken-pox)  were  detected 
during  inspection. 

2.  The  vessels  inspected  under  the  Vaccination  Law  Amendment  Act 
numbered  415.  On  30  of  these  vessels  31  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease 
were  detected  on  inspection,  viz :  cholera  3,  small-pox  3,  chicken-pox  19, 
measles  6.  Two  cases  of  non-notifiable  disease  were  also  detected,  typhoid  1, 

Mumps  1. 

3.  Vessels  inspected  under  section  17-2D  of  the  Indian  Ports  Act  numbered 
180.  A  case  of  typhoid  and  another  of  cerebro-spinal  fever  developed  in 
Hospital  among  the  suspects  sent  for  observation  from  these  vessels. 

4.  Inspection  for  Influenza  and  Pneumonia — In  addition  to  the  vessels 
inspected  under  the  above  three  heads,  564  cargo  vessels  from  India  not  other¬ 
wise  liable  to  inspection,  were  inspected  for  influenza  and  pneumonia  under 
Notification  No.  229  of  1919.  A  single  case  off infectious  disease,  Plague,  was 
reported  among  the  crew  of  one  of  these  vessels. 

Inspection  by  the  Port  Health  Staff  thus  resulted  in  the  discovery  of  41 
undeclared  cases  of  infectious  disease,  of  which  34  were  on  33  vessels  classed  by 
their  masters  as  “  healthy  ”  and  entering  the  port  as  such  in  contravention  of 
Notification  No.  73  of  1917.  The  total  number  of  infectious  cases  landed  alive 
was  81,  including  2  plague,  9  of  cholera,  8  of  small-pox,  17  of  measles,  29  of 
chicken-pox,  14  of  Mumps,  and  2  each  of  Enteric  fever  and  Cerebro-Spinal 
fever.  Ten  cases  of  cholera  were  buried  at  sea.  In  1920  the  cholera  cases 
landed  numbered  26  and  small-pox  cases  68.  In  1921  the  masters  of  26  vessels 
reported  infectious  diseases  on  board  while  those  of  33  other  vessels  omitted  to 
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declare  such  cases.  The  results  of  inspection  were  thus  much  better  than  in 
1920,  both  in  regard  to  fewer  cases  of  infectious  disease  being  imported,  and  to 
reduction  in  the  extent  to  which  non-declaration  of  infectious  cases  was  practised. 

5.  Vaccination — Out  of  230,349  immigrant  labourers  inspected  for  marks  of 
vaccination,  only  17,096  were  found  liable  to  vaccination  under  the  Act  of  1909, 
or  7.42  per  cent,  against  5.74  of  the  previous  year. 

Departures — Among  passengers  embarking  on  outgoing  vessels,  the  Port 
Health  Staff  detected  1  case  of  chicken-pox  and  1  case  of  measles  ;  while  104 
persons  were  detained  for  observation  on  account  of  a  suspicious  rise  of  tempera¬ 
ture.  The  total  of  outward-bound  vessels  dealt  with  was  344,  a  decrease  of  47, 
and  of  passengers  2 1,501,  a  decrease  of  6,712. 

7.  River  ini  Traffic. — Seven  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  found  on  as 
many  inland  traffic  vessels,  viz  ; — plague  2,  cholera  3,  and  small-pox  2.  Two 
deaths  from  phthisis  and  heart-failure  occurred  on  two  other  vessels. 

8.  Vessels  in  harbour — Nineteen  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  dealt  with 
on  the  same  number  of  vessels  resting  in  harbour;  v  iz  ■  cholera  14,  chicken-pox  1, 
measles  2,  cerebro-spinal  fever  1,  and  enteric  1. 

9.  Disinfection  measures  were  applied  to  609  vessels,  to  83  for  infectious 
disease  and  to  527  for  suspected  influenza.  The  disinfecting  stoves  were  in  use 
for  8,107  hours.  A  disinfecting  pond  for  immersion  of  boxes,  and  baths  for  body 
cleaning  has  been  added  in  the  new  Port  Health  Station  in  the  year  under  review, 
thereby  facilitating  more  thorough  disinfection  whenever  necessary. 

Fumigation. — One  inward  and  two  outward  bound  vessels  were  fumigated. 
In  the  case  of  the  former  the  process  took  4J  hours,  and  35  rats  were  destroyed. 
In  the  latter  which  were  empty  vessels,  200  rats  were  destroyed  on  one  vessel. 
Two  riverine  vessels  were  also  fumigated. 

Influenza.—  Out  of  3,227  suspects  sent  for  observation  to  hospital,  41 
cases  developed  influenza  and  90  cases  pneumonia. 

Port  Health  Station. — The  new  Port  Health  Station  was  opened  by  His  Honour 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  on  the  24th  November  1921.  Both  the  Director- 
General  of  the  Indian  Medical  Service  and  the  Public  Health  Commissioner 
with  the  Government  of  India,  who  visited  the  station  late  in  the  year,  expressed 
a  warm  appreciation  of  the  arrangements  made  therein  for  the  comfort  and 
convenience  of  passengers  of  all  classes,  and  paid  compliments  to  the  efficiency 
of  the  organization  of  the  work  and  the  untiring  zeal  of  the  Port  Health 
establishment. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  to  meet  the  needs  of  outgoing  deck  passengers  for 
Indian  ports  for  shelter  from  sun  and  rain  by  giving  them  temporary  accommoda¬ 
tion  in  the  large  inspection  shed  when  this  is  not  required  for  the  examination  of 
incoming  passengers.  But  the  enormous  numbers  of  these  homeward  bound 
Indians,  their  noisy  chatter,  and  primitive  habits,  are  a  serious  handicap  to  the 
routine  work  of  the  Port  Health  Staff  and  to  the  maintenance  of  cleanliness  of 
the  building.  Special  accommodation  for  these  emigrants  is  urgently  needed, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Port  Commissioners  will  not  delay  to  place  at  the  disposal 
of  this  Department  the  second  large  shed  which  they  have  already  promised  to 
make  vacant  for  this  purpose. 

10.  Staff. — The  appointment  of  Port  Health  Officer  was  filled  throughout 
the  year  by  Mr.  C.  G,  Crow,  I.M.D.,  and  he  has  performed  his  work  with  unfailing 
keenness  and  most  commendable  ability.  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  him 
and  to  the  staff  working  under  him  for  the  very  creditable  performance  of  their

Inspection  of  Incoming  Vessels. 

2.  Vessels  that  arrived  from  Indian,  Foreign  and  Riverine  ports  numbered 
1,288  or  76  more  than  in  1920  and  they  carried  306,605  passengers  or  10,526 
less  than  in  1920.  Of  the  above  vessels  1,017  were  from  Indian  ports  and  262 
from  Foreign  ports  against  886  and  325  respectively  in  1920. 

Vessels  not  visited. — These  were  75  vessels  against  141  in  1920.  These 
vessels  were  from  Foreign  ports.  They  were  reported  to  have  carried  7,251 
members  of  the  crew  and  1,394  passengers. 

Vessels  visited.  — {a)  Sea-going. — These  numbered  1,204  an  increase  on  1920 
of  134.  They  carried  1 13,532  members  of  the  crew  and  305,038  passengers 
making  a  total  of  418,570  inspected  by  this  department. 

3.  Regulations  under  which  they  were  visited  are  * 

A.  General  Department  Notification  No.  73  of  1917  (Parts  i  to  vii),  52 
vessels  came  under  this  regulation  and  included  the  following  reports  : — 

(i)  Infectious  diseases. — Thirty-one  cases  of  infectious  diseases  (34  less 
than  in  1920)  were  reported  by  the  Commanders  of  26  vessels  including  one 
case  of  plague,  and  12  cases  of  cholera  (on  eleven  vessels)  of  which  10  died  and 
were  buried  at  sea  and  2  were  sent  to  hospital  in  Rangoon.  The  other  cases 
reported  included  2  cases  of  small-pox  (2  vessels),  5  cases  of  chicken-pox 
(4  vessels),  7  cases  of  measles  (4  vessels),  3  cases  of  mumps  (2  vessels)  and  one 
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Statement  II 


case  of  cerebro-spinal  fever,  which  was  removed  to  hospital.  On  the  above 
2 6  vessels,  7  more  infectious  cases  were  detected  at  the  medical  inspection,  i.e., 
2  each  of  cholera,  small-pox  and  chicken-pox,  and  one  case  of  measles.  Two 
cases  of  chicken-pox  developed  in  hospital  among  the  suspects  sqnt  for  observa¬ 
tion,  and  one  case  of  small-pox  developed  in  town  after  disembarkation. 

(ii)  Twenty-six  deaths  from  non-infectious  disease  were  reported  on 
24  vessels.  On  three  of  these  vessels  3  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  detected 
during  the  inspection,  viz.  cholera,  2  cases  and  chicken-pox,  1  case. 

(iii)  Suspicious  illness  —  Cases  were  reported  on  143  vessels  but  after 
observation  these  proved  to  be  non-infectious. 

(iv)  One  case  of  influenza  and  one  case  of  leprosy  were  reported  by 
different  Commanders.  The  former  was  sent  to  hospital  in  Rangoon,  the  case  of 
leprosy  was  taken  over  by  the  Military  Authority. 

B.  Vaccination  Act ,  1909. — Vessels  inspected  under  this  Act  were  415  in 
number.  On  30  of  these  vessels,  33  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  detected 
during  inspection,  viz.,  cholera  3,  small-pox  3,  chicken-pox  19,  measles  6, 
mumps  1  and  typhoid  1.  Three  cases  of  measles  developed  in  hospital  among 
the  suspects  sent  for  observation.  A  protected  person  is  insufficiently  defined  in 
the  Vaccination  Act.  A  person  vaccinated  in  infancy  is  not  protected  in  middle 
age  even  if  he  bears  good  marks  of  vaccination  in  infancy  and  experience  teaches 
that  the  protection  decreases  markedly  after  the  age  of  twenty  years. 

C.  Indian  Ports  Act ,  Section  17-2 I).  —Vessels  inspected  under  this  Act 
numbered  180.  One  case  of  typhoid  and  one  case  of  cerebro-spinal  fever 
developed  in  hospital  among  the  suspects  sent  for  observation. 

D.  The  number  of  extra  vessels  inspected  under  Notification  No.  229, 
dated  the  6th  September  1919  (making  it  incumbent  on  all  vessels  entering 
Rangoon  from  any  port  in  India  or  Burma  to  undergo  inspection  as  a  precaution 
against  the  spread  of  acute  Pneumonia  and  influenza)  but  not  liable  to  inspec¬ 
tion  under  one  of  the  foregoing  sanctions,  comprised  564  cargo  vessels.  Of 
these  149  were  oil  steamers  of  the  oil  companies  which  moored  below  the 
Hastings  Shoal,  inspected  by  the  works  doctors  who  sent  their  reports  to  this 
office. 

4.  Plague . — One  case  was  reported  among  the  crew  of  S.S.  “  Shwedagon  ” 
and  removed  to  hospital  under  the  Influenza  Notification. 

5.  Measures  — As  a  result  of  the  visits  paid  under  the  regulations  referred 
to  in  paragraph  3,  the  following  measures  were  carried  out  : — - 

(1)  Inspections. — The  number  of  passengers  inspected  was  291,786 


as  follows  : —

The  axillary  temperature  of  7,478  persons  was  tested  in  which  number  it  was 
found  to  be  normal  in  4,1.38  cases. 

These  inspections  were  carried  out  under  very  trying  circumstances.  For 
part  of  the  period  Sparks  Street  Jetty  was  under  repair  and  the  new  Port  Health 
Station  was  still  in  the  process  of  construction.  This  restricted  our  field  of 
movement  considerably  until  on  the  24th  of  November,  His  Honour  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  opened  the  new  Port  Health  Station.  This  station  was 
inspected  by  Surgeon-General  Sir  W.  Edwards,  Director-General  of  the  Indian 
Medical  Service,  and  by  Lieutenant-Colonel  Fry,  I.M.S.,  Public  Health  Com¬ 
missioner  with  the  Government  of  India.  Both  officers  ivere  present  when  two 
passenger  vessels  were  actually  being  dealt  with.  Colonel  Fry  remarked  that 
“  the  methods  adopted  by  this  department  for  examining  large  bodies  of 
passengers  were  the  most  thorough  and  up-to-date  in  the  East.  The  inspecting 
and  disinfecting  arrangements  could  compare  favourably  with  any  thing  he  had 
seen  and  the  actual  plant  and  accommodation  were  better  than  in  any  other 
Indian  port.  The  design  of  the  station  showed  a  very  intimate  knowledge  of 
minor  details,  which  is  so  essential  in  making  a  Port  Health  Station  a  success.”

The  following  were  the  results  of  these  measures  : — 

(a)  Infectious  cases,  reported  and  detected,  aggregated  82,  viz.,  plague  I, 
cholera  19,  small-pox  8,  chicken-pox  27,  measles  19,  mumps  4,  typhoid  2  and 
cerebro-spinal  fever,  2  Of  these  51  cases  were  detected  during  the  inspections 
under  the  current  notifications  under  the  Vaccination  and  Indian  Ports  Acts 
while  31  remained  undeclared  until  discovered  bv  the  officers  of  this  Department. 

(b)  Inflamed  and  enlarged  glands  noted  and  sent  for  examination  of 
gland  tissue  were  2,  but  none  of  them  were  found  to  contain  plague  bacilli. 

( c )  Suspects  sent  to  hospital  for  observation,  for  temperature,  diarrhoea, 

and  undefined  skin  rashes  numbered  3,227.  « 

( d ’)  Influenza. — Out  of  the  3,227  cases  sent  for  observation,  41  cases  of 
influenza  and  90  cases  of  pneumonia  developed. 

( e )  Lepers  — Sent  to  the  Police  numbered  1. 

(2)  Disinfection. — (a)  of  effects  of  798  members  of  the  crew  of  infected 
vessels  and  1,685  passengers  was  carried  out.  A  disinfecting  pond  for  immersion 
of  boxes  and  baths  for  body  cleaning  has  been  added  in  the  new  Port  Health 
Station,  (b)  of  £09  vessels  was  carried  out  of  which  82  were  washed  down  with 
disinfectant  solution  for  infectious  diseases  on  board,  and  527  were  hosed  down 
on  account  of  cases  on  board  suspicious  of  influenza. 

(3)  Fumigation  of  one  vessel  was  carried  out  in  November,  on  this  occasion 
one  hundred  and  fourteen  lbs.  of  sulphur  were  consumed  ;  4  hours  and  30  minutes 
were  spent  on  the  operation  ;  and  35  rats  were  destroyed. 

(4)  Vaccination. — Labourers  and  crew  numbering  respectively  230,349  and 
47,826  were  inspected  for  the  presence  of  good,  old  or  recent  vaccination  marks. 
Of  the  former  17,096  and  of  the  latter  388  were  vaccinated  on  arrival  by  the 
Municipal  Vaccinators. 

(5)  Segregation  can  only  be  imposed  against  vessels  which  arrived 
plague-infected. 

Port  Health  Ca?np. — There  was  no  occasion  to  make  use  of  this  camp 
during  the  year.  The  buildings  are  in  a  bad  way  and  the  site  is  unsuitable. 
When  the  revised  Port  Health  Rules  come  into  force  an  up-to-date  Port  Health 
Camp  will  be  essential.  As  regards  a  site,  land  could  be  made  available  behind 
the  training  wall  at  Kamakasit. 

6.  Vessels  visited . — (b)  Riverine.-*- Nine  vessels  reported  the  occurrence  of 
infectious  or  suspicious  disease,  and  underwent  the  usual  measures,  2  for  plague, 
3  for  cholera,  2  for  small-pox,  and  2  for  deaths  subsequently  declared  to  be  due 
to  Phthisis  and  Heart  Failure.  Two  vessels  underwent  fumigation  by  burning 
sulphur  in  the  holds. 

7.  Vessels  in  the  Harbour  visisted. — Twenty  vessels  underwent  disinfection 
measures,  14  for  cholera,  1  for  chicken-pox,  2  for  measles,  1  for  cerebro-spinal 
fever,  1  for  enteric  and  1  for  death  from  uncertain  cause,  stated  later  to  be  non- 
infectious. 

Inspection  of  Out-going  Vessels. 

8.  Those  proceeding  to  ports  out  of  India  numbered  344  or  47  less  than  in 
1920.  All  the  24,772  Asiatic  and  African  members  of  the  crew  and  the  15,299 
deck  passengers  on  these  vessels  had  their  effecls  disinfected,  and  the  33,103 
members  of  the  crew  and  21,501  passengers  including  Europeans  were  inspected. 
The  3,415  baggage  coolies  were  inspected  and  their  uniforms  disinfected  prior  to 
their  handling  passengers’  luggage.  T emperatures  were  tested  on  578  persons  and 
273  were  found  normal,  while  199  were  allowed  to  embark  on  the  Commander’s 
responsibility.  One  hundred  and  seventy-seven  passes  were  given  to  relatives  of 
passengers  to  see  their  friends  off. 

9.  Results. — One  case  of  chicken-pox,  one  case  of  measles  and  1 04  of 
suspicious  rise  of  temperature  were  detained  and  sent  to  hospital  for  observation 
and  treatment. 

No  cases  of  plague  are  known  to  have  developed  among  the  crew  and  pas¬ 
sengers  of  these  vessels  on  their  outward  voyages.  The  vessels  in  which  the 
crews’  quarters  had  not  previously  been  cleaned  were  cleansed  prior  to  issue  of 
the  Bill  of  Health. 
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Inspection  of  measures  to  prevent  the  ingress  of  rats  into  vessels  at  wharves 
was  frequently  carried  out.  These  measures  when  promptly  carried  out  may 
prevent  rats  from  boarding  vessels.  At  present  the  system  is  imperfectly 
supervised,  the  guards  do  not  fit  the  ropes  and  are  in  disrepair,  and  in  my  opinion 
help  rather  than  deter  rats. 

io.  New  members  of  the  crew  inspected  prior  to  signing  on  the  ships 
articles  were  2,1 18  and  of  these  2,022  were  passed  fit  and  96  rejected,  12  for 
rise  of  temperature,  51  for  gonorrhoea,  13  for  chancre,  3  for  syphilis,  6  for 
hernia,  1  for  hydrocele,  and  10  for  other  causes. 

Fumigation  of  two  vessels  at  the  Agent’s  request  was  carried  out  while  empty  ; 
200  rats  were  reported  destroyed  ;  2  rats  were  sent  for  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion  for  plague  bacilli  with  negative  results.  One  vessel  required  fumigation  in 
order  to  comply  with  measures  in  force  at  ports  of  destination  (French  ports), 
and  the  other  was  fumigated  on  account  of  rats  on  board. 

Fend  off  certificates  were  requested  by  the  Agents  of  several  steamers. 
Action  was  taken  to  see  that  the  requirements  were  duly  met. 

Miscellaneous  Transactions  and  Remarks. 


11.  Examination  of  Port  Commissioners'1  officers  and  employes . — The 
Medical  Board  assembled  once  to  report  on  the  health  of  Mr.  Proude,  Pilot,  for 
fitness  of  extension  of  service.  He  was  recommended  for  extension.  Examina¬ 
tion  was  carried  out  of  62  candidates  on  84  separate  occasions  for  fitness  to  join 
the  service  of  whom  all  passed. 

Infectious  diseases  diagnosed  among  the  employds  of  the  Port  Commissioners’ 
Establishments  included  plague  1,  chicken-pox  1,  mumps  2,  cerebro-spinal  fever 
i,  and  influenza  216  cases. 

Port  Commissioners'  Dispensary. — The  Dispensary  was  opened  on  the  1st 
May  and  has  proved  a  great  boon  to  the  members  of  the  establishment.  It  is 
staffed  by — 

One  Sub-Assistant  Surgeon. 

One  Compounder. 

One  Ward  boy  and  a  part  time  sweeper,  and  supervised  by  the  Port 
Health  Officer.  The  daily  average  attendance  of  old  and  new  cases  was  37*74 
making  a  total  of  7,775  treated. 

Sanitation  of  Port  Commissioners'  Foreshore. — The  Sanitation  of  the  Port 
area  is  now  undertaken  by  the  Port  Health  Officer,  the  Port  Commissioners

Very  useful  work  has  been  done  and  the  concentration  of  forces  has  been 
attended  with  good  results. 

Ratting  ajid  trapping  (150  traps)  has  given  us  7,873  rats.  A  detail  of  the 
work  is  as  follows  :  — 


Number  of  rats  destroyed  by  smoking  ..  ...  2,716 

Number  of  rats  destroyed  by  trapping  ...  ...  5, 1 57 

Number  of  rat  holes  destroyed  ...  ...  4,824 

The  whole  area  is  divided  into  six  squares  for  purposes  of  rat  destruction. 
Each  square  is  systematically  worked  on  till  catches  in  rats  become  small,  when 
all  rat  holes  are  destroyed.  It  is  difficult  to  deal  with  thd-  Port  Commissioners’ 
Area.  The  areas  of  Sulb  Pagoda  and  Latter  Street  wharves  are  well  laid  out  and 
all  buildings  are  more  or  less  rat  proof ;  there  are  a  fair  number  of  good  drains, 
and  the  dwelling  houses  are  brick  buildings  with  cement  floors.  The  remaining 
areas  have  no  regular  lay  out,  and  dwelling  houses,  especially  those  at  Brooking 
Street  Wharf,  are  of  a  very  poor  type. 


Epidemic  Diseases— Small-pox. — Eight  cases.  The  first  case  occurred  in 
Brooking  Street  quarters  and  was  quickly  followed  by  7  other  cases.  The 
buildings  were  evacuated  and  disinfected,  the  inmates  had  their  effects 
disinfected  by  steam  and  were  camped  out  in  temporary  huts.  The  whole  of  the 
Port  Commissioners’  employes,  2,047  number,  were  vaccinated  since  when  we 
have  had  no  further  cases 

Port  Health  Department  employes  and  Plague  Police  who  reported  sick 
were  97,  and  1 3  cases  of  influenza  were  recorded. 

The  total  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  dealt  with  by  this  department  was 
377,260  of  which  were  cases  of  influenza. 

The  disinfecting  Stove  was  closed  for  653  hours. 

The  non-infectious  diseases  dealt  with  and  sent  to  hospital  numbered 
4,477  or  1,581  less  than  in  1920.  Others  not  sent  to  hospital  were  recorded  for 
reference,  including  glands  and  skin  diseases. 

Port  Health  Staff — A  considerable  volume  of  work  has  been  carried  out 
under  difficult  conditions.  My  Assistants,  Messrs.  Duckworth,  Writer,  Wredden, 
and  Sub-Assistant  Surgeon  Rauf,  have  by  their  careful  attention  to  minor  details 
justly  earned  the  praise  accorded  to  this  department  by  the  Public  Health  Com¬ 
missioner  with  the  Government  of  India.  To  Clerks  Haq,  Nair-and  Muthu, 
my  special  thanks  are  due.  They  have  not  only  to  carry  out  very  strenuous 
out-door  duties  but  also  clerical  work  in  office,  which  though  of  a  routine  nature 
is  tedious  and  needs  very  careful  scrutiny.
